FAITH leaders have come together to 
condemn the death of Drummer Lee 
Rigby, the soldier who was killed in 
Woolwich on May 22. 

Former Archbishop of Southwark, 
Kevin McDonald, and Imam Ali from the 
Ministry of Defence laid a wreath at the 
artillery barracks that spelled ‘PEACE’ 
on Friday, as Drummer Rigby’s family 
released a statement that said: “The loss 
of Lee has obviously had a devastating 
effect on us but in these sad times we 
would just like to say how grateful we are 
for the overwhelming support we have 
received from the general public, army 
and the police service. 

“Lee loved life and he loved people. He 
had many friends from different walks of 
life - some with different religious beliefs 
and cultures. But this made no difference 
to Lee - he always treated others with the 
greatest of respect.” 

It continued: “We would like to 
emphasise that Lee would not want 
people to use his name as an excuse to 
carry out attacks against others.” 

Army wives have begun to sift through 
the floral tributes left for Lee, retaining

serving soldiers, faith groups and 
ordinary local people. 

The book lays open next to a solitary 
candle and a wreath from the Mayor, Cllr 
Angela Cornforth, on behalf of the royal 
borough and the people of Woolwich. As 
GT went to press, more than 1,000 people 
had left messages in the book. 

One said: “Such a waste of a young, 
innocent life. May your rest in peace.” 
Another said simply: “You will never be 
forgotten, from a soldier’s family.” 

Messages were left from, among others, 
the Greenwich Nepalese Community, 
Woolwich Dockyard Residents’ and 
Ratepayers’ Association, and the Sikh 
Community of Southall. 

Another wrote anonymously: “Thank 
you for your service to your country, rest 
in peace, from all the people who cannot 
go to Woolwich to sign.” The book is open 
for people to sign 9am to 5pm each day. 

Flags, floral tributes, cuddly toys and 
thousands of bouquets have turned the 
entrance to the Royal Artillery Barracks 
in Repository Road and the scene of the 
attack at the John Wilson Street traffic 
lights into vast memorials to Drummer 
Lee Rigby.

Proud to have 
served with you Riggers, RiP mate.” 


BNP march banned by Met 


THE police stepped in to ban a march by the 
British National Party through Greenwich 
and Lewisham on Saturday, June 1 . 

It followed a letter to Home Secretary 
Theresa May signed by 118 businesses in 
Woolwich objecting to the BNP presence. 

In the letter from the council - which was also 
signed by faith leaders - the Home Secretary 
was told that the community was united 
In its opposition to more demonstrations 
taking place locally following the murder of 
Drummer Lee Rigby. 

The BNP had applied to hold a march and 
rally on June 1 from the Woolwich barracks 
to the Lewisham Islamic Centre, which led to 
several groups saying they wanted to hold 
counter protests. 

The Met Police said: "The information and 
intelligence available to us meant that it 


was necessary to impose the conditions to 
prevent the demonstration from resulting in 
serious disorder, serious damage to property, 
and or serious disruption to the life of the 
community." 

Leader of the council, Cllr Chris Roberts 
said: "In welcoming the decision, we wish 
to reiterate to all those wish to march on 
our streets, no matter how well-meaning 
their intentions are, that this is not what the 
communities and people of Woolwich want." 

Met commander Simon Letchford said: 
"The murder of Lee Rigby in Woolwich last 
week shocked our city. The right to protest is 
a fundamental part of our society, however, 
such an evocative mix of views being 
expressed in communities still hurting from 
Lee's murder could have resulted in ugly 
scenes on our streets. 
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Lee Rigby murder: police 
appeal for more information 


DETECTIVES investigating the 
murder of Lee Rigby in Woolwich 
have issued an appeal for fresh 
information and for new witnesses 
to come forward. 

Drummer Rigby was walking to the Royal 
Artillery Barracks in Artillery Place, near 
to the junction with John Wilson Street, 
when he was struck by a blue Vauxhall 
Tigra registration number N696 JWX. He 
was then attacked by two men. 

Police want to hear from anyone who 
may have seen the car in the area or 
witnessed 25-year-old Drummer Rigby 
being attacked at about 14.40pm on 
Wednesday, May 22. 

They are urging anyone who knows 
the two men accused of the attack and 
may have useful information to call the 
confidential anti-terrorist hotline on 0800 
789 321. 

Anyone who filmed or took photos of the 
incident is also asked to send the moving 
or still images to police via woolwich@ 
metincident.co.uk 

Please include your name and contact 
details, which will be treated in strict 
confidence. Anyone who may have such 
material is asked not to delete it after 
sending it in. 

A Met spokesman said: “We would like 
to thank the public for their support so far 
in coming forward with information.” 

The appeal came as the coroner at 
Southwark adjourned an inquest into the 
soldier’s death, where the cause was given 
as multiple cut and stab wounds. 

Michael Adebowale, from Greenwich 
has appeared at Westminster magistrates’ 
court charged with Lee Rigby’s murder, 
and also with possessing a 9.4mm revolver 
with intent to cause others to believe that 
violence would be used. 

The 22-year-old was arrested on the day 
of the attack on suspicion of murder. 
After being discharged from hospital he 
was taken into custody at a south London 
police station. 

On arrvial he was further arrested on 
the suspicion of the attempted murder of 
a police officer. 

He was remanded in custody, and 
was due to appear at the Old Bailey 
yesterday (Monday, June 3). A second 
suspect, Michael Adebolajo, 28, was 
discharged from hospital and taken into 
custody on Friday.

"We know that when groups with conflicting 
views come together it can create tension 
and disorder. What we have had to carefully 
consider is how to balance the right to protest 
with the negative impact on our communities 
and potential violence and disorder that may 
have resulted from these protests going ahead 
as they were suggested." 

The police say the decision to apply Section 
12 and 14 of the Public Order Act was taken 
based on community tensions, the latest 
intelligence picture and recent marches and 
protests held by similar groups. They say 
they made "an operational policing decision 
to take this approach, and believe it to be 
proportionate in these specific circumstances". 

Attempts to negotiate a different location for 
the protest were unsuccessful. Police imposed 
the conditions that the BNP march and rally 


had to take place between 11pm and 4pm 
on Saturday between Old Palace Yard and the 
Cenotaph in Whitehall. 

Cllr Roberts added: "The Royal Borough of 
Greenwich together with faith and community 
leaders welcome the decision of the Met 
Police to prevent the proposed march in our 
borough. 

"We want our town centre to return to calm 
and harmony, and from this weekend for the 
next few weeks. General Gordon Square will 
return to being a space for the families and 
children of Woolwich. 

"We remind those who have announced 
their intention to rally and assemble in 
General Gordon Square that this is a not for 
their activities and we ask them to respect 
the people of Woolwich hoping to enjoy their 
weekend in the town square."

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Dog owner fined, 
but Typhoon's bark

A COUNCIL tenant whose 
loud music and barking dog 
blighted neighbours' lives 
was prosecuted for noise 
nuisance.

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Primary school 
opens on a 
second site in 


Abbey Wood

IT’S a case of ‘the more, the 
merrier’ for Bannockburn 
primary school - which opened 
a second school site last week. 

The new premises on Church 
Manorway in Abbey Wood is the 
sister site of the original school on 
Plumstead High Street. 

Bannockburn took occupation 
of the site in late 2011, using 
temporary accommodation while 
renovation was carried out until 
completion last September. 

The new site has more than 200 
pupils attending from early years 
to Year 6, and hopes to help meet 
the growing demand for more 
school places. 

At full capacity, Bannockburn 
will house more than 900 pupils 
across the two sites, making it one 
of the largest primary schools in 
the borough. 

The three-storey building features 
a large hall and ‘learning hubs’ 
on each floor enabling pupils and 
teachers to learn interactively, 
along with a community kitchen 
for cooking lessons and family 
classes. 

Headteacher Shirley Moore said: 
“We are delighted to be able to 
open our new Manorway site. The 
children and staff are making the 
most of the wonderful facilities.

Noisy landlord 
prosecuted for 
double disturbance 


A WOOLWICH pub landlord 
was fined £900 for 
disturbing neighbours with 
loud gospel and afrobeat 
music. 

The royal borough took 
action against Robert 
Fanshawe for noise nuisance 
and he was fined £450 for 
each of two offences earlier 
this month. 

Mr Fanshawe, who runs 
the Castle Tavern in Powis 
Street, appeared at 
Bromley magistrates' court 
in front of a district judge. 
Council officers gave 
evidence of two 
contraventions of a noise 
abatement notice to which 
Mr Fanshawe pleaded not 
guilty. The judge found that 
Mr Fanshawe did not have 


a reasonable excuse for 
causing the nuisance. 

The judge took into 
consideration previous 
noise nuisance at the Castle 
Tavern and fined him £900 
with £1 200 costs awarded 
to the council. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, the 
royal borough's cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: "While pubs and 


clubs are an essential 
part of the economy, they 
must appreciate that 
neighbouring premises 
have a right not to be 
bombarded by loud 
music and nuisance from 
entertainment venues".

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Warm welcome for estate insulation upgrade 


“WARM as toast!” That’s 
what some tenants are 
saying after a multi-million 
pound project to improve 
insulation in a 1,000 homes 
in Charlton. 

The scheme was run by 
the Family Mosaic Housing 
Association and Charlton 
Triangle Homes, which manages 
thousands of homes in the area. 

It was the largest project of its 
type in London with £7million 
of the funding coming from 
Scottish Power and Scottish and 
Southern Energy (SSE) under a 
government community energy- 
saving programme. 

The other half of the funding 
came from the Family Mosaic 
investment programme set up 
to improve energy efficiency 
of homes and reduce fuel bills, 
helping tenants from slipping 
into fuel poverty. 

Much of the Charlton Triangle 
estate was built in the 1950s and 
60s with only a single layer of 
bricks and the new insulation 
works to 52 blocks involved 
wrapping the walls in a thick 
layer of insulation and covering 
in a high performance render 
system to reduce heat loss. It also 
involved replacing some older 
windows with new UPVC while 
roofs were upgraded with better 
insulation and solar panels 
installed to power communal 
lighting. 

This work has been done at 
no extra cost to the tenants 
or leaseholders and has been 



every month now,” she said. And 
neighbour Sharron Mann said: “I 
think it looks brilliant. Someone 
said it looks like they have just 
put new blocks down. When I go 
past on the bus I look and I think 
- ‘Oh, that’s the place I live and it 
looks lovely’.” 

Andrew Kimmance, director 
of Charlton Triangle Homes, 
said: “The response has been 
overwhelmingly positive to 
what’s been done here. The most 
important thing is obviously 
the fact that tenants are 
experiencing much lower bills 
now. A big thank you goes out to 
all our tenants for being so great 
while the extensive work was 
being carried out.”

The project has also helped 
five unemployed residents 
who had trained for building 
qualifications and got the chance 
to work on site with building 
contractors. 

Resident Lorraine Cocklin 
said: “I have lived here for 15 
years and these improvements 
are brilliant. The change to 
the homes is truly astonishing. 
Apart from the huge difference I 


have found in heating my home, 
it has given us all a sense of 
pride to be living here. Residents 
are really looking after their 
gardens as the improved look 
has given them the wish to 
improve their outlook from their 
homes. Everyone I have spoken 
to loves it. I love how clean and 
fresh it looks.” 

Christine Holder talked 
about her energy bills after 
the changes: “I was absolutely 
stunned. I’ve got extra money

70 are registered. The school is supported 
by three facilitators and two volunteers who 
support the children to recite poems, sing 
songs and write alphabets and narrative 
texts in Nepali. 

NFG chair Dr Ram Adhikari said: "Apart 
from learning 3 Rs in Nepali, children 
are also taught about their culture, 
traditions, practices and Nepal's history and 
geography." 

Greenwich is thought to have one of the 
largest Nepalese communities in the UK.

HRH Prince Philip celebrated 
a 60 -year relationship with the 
Cutty Sark by stepping aboard 
for a special party last Tuesday. 

He was joined by 400 people from 
the local community for afternoon 
tea, sandwiches and cake, six 
decades to the day after he became 
patron of the ship on May 28, 1953. 

The vessel has held a special place 
in the hearts and minds of Greenwich 
people since she arrived here in 
1954, and the anniversary of the 
Duke’s involvement was celebrated 
alongside faith groups, youth, 
community and sports organisations 
and military veterans. 

It was held in the Sammy Ofer 
Gallery below the hull of the boat, 
which is now suspended on supports 
after the restoration which was 
completed last year. 

He was welcomed on board by the 
Mayor of Royal Greenwich, Cllr 
Angela Cornforth, Lord Sterling, 
chairman of both Royal Museums 
Greenwich and the Cutty Sark Trust, 
and leader of the royal borough Cllr 
Chris Roberts. 

The Mayor presented the Duke 
with a tankard inscribed with the 
borough’s coat of arms, and a bottle 
of London porter, from the local 
Meantime brewing company. 

Lord Sterling paid tribute the 
Duke for his support for the Cutty 
Sark Trust. He said: “It was exactly 
60 years ago today that His Royal 
Highness arrived by launch and 
came on board. So it’s a very special 
day for us to have Baron Greenwich 
here.” 

As guests were served an afternoon 
tea of finger sandwiches, scones 
cakes and teas, Prince Philip toured 
the Sammy Ofer Gallery and talked 
to members of the many groups 
and organisations that had been 
invited. 

Meeting the Duke was almost 
too much for royal-loving riding 
instructor, Carol Kendall, from 
Charlton’s Riding for the Disabled 
Association. She told GT: “I could 
meet any star or celebrity, but I am a 
royalist so I got a bit overwhelmed - 1 
can hardly remember what I said. 

“Prince Philip asked me about the 
disabled children we take riding. It 
was a pleasure to meet him and he 
looked really well.” 

Dorothy Ng was one of 10 guests 
from the Association of Chinese 
Women in Greenwich group. She 
said: “We were very excited at the 
thought of meeting Prince Philip - 
you don’t get many opportunities to 
meet a member of the Royal Family. 
He asked us where most of us were 
from and I told him Hong Kong, 
and said it was a British colony for 
99 years, although we have several 
generations living here now.” 

The Duke asked 56 Air Training 
Corps cadets Joe Froggett and Ore 
Yusuf about their badges, and they 
told him how well they were working 
for new ones. 

Girls from the Marjorie Hawkins 
School of Irish Dancing in Charlton 
performed for the Duke. Founder 
Marjorie Hawkins has been teaching 
Irish dancing for 50 years and 
has performed on several royal 
occasions, including the wedding of 
the Prince of Wales and Lady Diana 
Spencer.

Sharing a joke with Prince Philip were 
10 members of Greenwich Gurkha Ex- 
servicemen’s Association and their 
wives. Secretary, Dalprasad Thapa 
from Plumstead, said: “We had a laugh 
with him because he told us he thought 
Nepal was a beautiful country and he 
couldn’t understand what we were 


doing in this country. I said there were 
so many reasons we wanted to be here, 
the main one being for the education 
of our children. Our members were 
pleased to meet and talk with him, and 
we had a good evening.” 

Guests were also treated to 
entertainment from the Greenwich 
Filipino community, the drums of the 
Greenwich Sea Cadets, and students 
from the Trinity Laban Conservatoire 
of Music and Dance. 

The celebrations were tinged with 
sadness. The murder of Drummer Lee 
Rigby in Woolwich just days earlier 
was still uppermost in people’s minds. 


Lord Sterling told guests: “We thought 
how this would be a great opportunity 
to bring together the people of this 
borough.” 

Cllr Roberts added: “This is a cross- 
services community, and part of that 
are members of our armed services, 
who have lost one of their members 
in the past week. It’s a tremendous 
opportunity for us to meet here, and the 
Royal Navy and the army form part of 
the DNA of our borough. 

“After the loss of Drummer Rigby we 
want to be left alone, and that includes 
the people from outside who want to 
march here.” 
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GLOBE-TROTTER: Cutty Sark at Sydney Harbour, 1 890 


She was the 
fastest ship 
of her kind 

LAUNCHED in 1869 from Dumbarton, 
Scotland, the Cutty Sark sailed to most 
major ports around the world carrying 
cargo ranging from the finest teas to 
gunpowder, and from whisky to buffalo 
horns. She made her name as the fastest 
ship of her era during her time in the 
wool trade. Many of the tea clippers 
that sailed the China Seas during the 
nineteenth century lasted for only a 
few years, and only seven saw the 20th 
century. By the mid-1 920s Cutty Sark 
was the only one still afloat, and from 
1 938 became a training ship for the 
Incorporated Thames Training College at 
Greenhithe. 

Cutt a fine 
figure after 
big relaunch 

THE Cutty Sark was officially reopened 
last year by Her Majesty The Queen 
after a multi-million pound restoration. 

In a brilliant feat of engineering, she 
was lifted 1 1 feet into the air, relieving 
the keel of the weight of the ship and 
preserving her unique shape. 

For the first time, people could walk 
underneath the ship and view the 
elegant lines of her hull, revealing the 
innovative design which was the secret 
to her speed and success. 

True Phoenix 
from the fire 

AS restoration work was getting 
underway in 2007, Cutty Sark caught 
fire and a blaze ripped through the hull. 
Fortunately most of the boat had been 
dismantled and put into storage, and 
90 per cent of her original features were 
saved. She was first displayed in the 
Thames for the 1 951 Festival of Britain, 
and was then brought to Greenwich 
by the Cutty Sark Preservation Society 
in 1 953. A special dry-dock was 
constructed and nearly three years were 
spent on her first restoration. In 1 957 the 
ship was opened to the public in a live 
broadcast by the Queen. Since that time. 
Cutty Sark has been visited by more 
than 1 6 million people from all over the 
world.

STEVE Harley shot to worldwide fame in 1 975 
with the million-selling single. Make Me Smile 
(Come Up and See Me). But it could have been 
very different for the south-east London lad 
whose career began not with singing, but with 
helping his old man deliver pints of milk right 
here on our doorstep. 

Steve told Scene: "My dad was a milkman 
in Greenwich - he had the biggest round in 
Britain. He did South Street, Greenwich High 
Road, Blackheath Hill - it was huge, 600 houses. 
Me and my three brothers and sister were all his 
'boy'" 

Another career change followed - as a 
journalist - before Steve found music and 
formed Cockney Rebel. 

"The first job I applied for was junior reporter 
on the Kentish Mercury," he said. "I didn't 
get it. The editor said there was 'too much 
purple prose, this is a weekly paper'. I felt so 
sick because I usually wrote quite pithy first 
sentences." 

Steve and the latest incarnation of Cockney 
Rebel play a slot at the Borough Hall on July 
19. There is of course, the small matter of that 
song... 

"Will we be playing Make Me Smile? Is the 
Pope a Catholic! I still love playing it - it's never 
the same twice. When you kick into it the 
audience just lights up. I don't play it after 20 
minutes, of course - you can't follow it. 

"I've only got an hour at the Isle of Wight 
Festival because Bon Jovi wants to do three 
hours - imagine three hours of Bon Jovi - what 
a nightmare. Fifty thousand people there, 90 
per cent of whom will never have bought one 
of my records, but 100 per cent of them know 
Make Me Smile. No matter what we've done up 
to that point 50,000 people will sing it back to 
me, and it's such a joy." 

Despite its upbeat demeanour, the song 
came from a bitter place. After giving Steve 
an ultimatum, the band he had grown up with 
walked out on him in 1 974. 

"It's written about those guys walking out on 
me. I got that out of it. It says: 'You've done it all, 
you've broken every code', meaning 'betrayed 
me, broken the code of friendship'. We were 
young lads when we got that band started. If 
you read into the lyrics you can see it's finger 
pointing. 

"Like any track that becomes a classic, there 
are always hidden depths, and often in music 
there's a something going on, a hook that you 
cannot help but love. A really great classic has 
got dozens of 'em - and that song might just 
have a few." 

Any notions of a reunion were tragically 
dashed in 1988, when original bassist, Paul 
Jeffreys was killed in the Lockerbie bombing. 

"It was very strange, because I just saw his face 
come up on the telly. Looking at the TV 
news and that terrible crash came up. 

By association he was mentioned 
as 'the former bass player from 
Cockney Rebel' and your jaw 
drops. It was very, very sad. 

I missed him very badly. 

He was on his way to 
his honeymoon 
in New York. It 
was absolutely 
tragic." RK

A DANCE craze from 1930s 
^ I ■ a America gets a reboot this 
◄ week, and when we say 
it runs for four days, we 
don’t just mean it’s on 
every night for four days. . . 

As you read this, couples are twisting 
and jiving their way through a 
continuous 100-hour dance marathon at 
the Borough Hall in Greenwich. 

They started yesterday (June 3) and 
they won’t finish until 9pm on FRIDAY. 

Choreographer Arthur Pita told Scene'. 
“Dance marathons were something 
that occurred during the Depression 
of the 1930s in America. It was a big 
phenomenon. The record stands at 3,280 
hours, which is just under four months. 
They slept holding each other standing 


up.” 

The director is making the 
performance as authentic as possible, 
before condensing the stunt down to a 
musical show for the summer next year. 

“It’s an exploration of what we want to 
do next year,” he said. “What I’m doing 
now is developing characters, forming 
the narrative.” 

There is respite for the dancers - every 
45 minutes there is a 15-minute break, 
just like in the original American 
dances, where every 12 hours there was 
a 20-minute rest to have a shower. But 
there were strict rules too. 

Arthur, originally from Johnnasberg 
said: “If your knees touched the floor it 
meant you were out. If someone was left 
without a partner there was eight hours 
before they could find another partner. 
They would also have a ‘cot dance’ 
where they would put these little beds 
out and invite the audience to come and 
watch. 

“It was something like Big Brother in 
its day, people would pay their five cents 
to come and watch, possibly rooting for 
a certain couple. 

“They would arrange fake weddings 
for couples very much in love, and 
they would get married on the dance 
floor. There would be a Wild West 
night, where contestants would get free 
groceries - which was a big deal during 
the austerity of the Depression.” 

There would also be a live band and 
doctors and nurses. “It was all very

theatrical - they probably weren’t even 
qualified, just dressed up!” 

It’s part of the Royal Greenwich 
Festivals, and is free to watch. There are 
four couples, with live music from a jazz 
band on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
night, with period costumes. 

“The MC will start scripting some words, 
singing some songs, and a composer will 
be creating music in the style of the 
1930s,” the 41-year-old director said. “The 
audience will see us enduring. I hope the 
dancers can get through it - they’ve never 
done anything like this before.”

last two hours. Arthur,

I'M LEAR: lead Jennifer Shakesby impressed in all-female cast 


It's the best 
Lear by far 

IT has become fashionable to perform 
Shakespeare plays with all-female casts. The 
Bard's versatile texts make this possible, 
without even having to change a solitary 
pronoun. 

The Lazarus Theatre Company impressed 
with a version of King Lear at Greenwich 
Theatre earlier this month, taking out the King 
and introducing a young female actress as the 
lead monarch. It was a delightful revelation 
discovering how much feminine language King 
Lear actually holds, and how simple verses can 
turn into flirtatious, powerful relationships. 
The Lazarus company re-imagines classical 
theatre for a modern audience, and did not 
disappoint with Lear, part of a double-header 
with Dido, Queen of Carthage. 

Director Ricky Dukes presented a thrilling 
atmosphere from the very first scenes: a 
heavy metal soundtrack, an ensemble singing 
melodies that were sure to announce trouble, 
and bright, explosive lighting and audio 
effects lent the text an entirely new rhythm, 
immersing us in Lear's inevitable fall from 
grace. 

The stage at Greenwich Theatre was 
embraced by the director, offering a glimpse 
of the wings and the various lighting devices. 
Ingenious effects marked clear contrasts 
between public and private scenes, but were 
unfortunately weakened by too much smoke 
around the stage and the first rows of the 
audience. What's more, some spotlights on 
particular characters were at times distracting, 
detracting from the emotions. 

And what strong emotions there were. 
The lead Jennifer Shakesby was excellent as 
Lear, among the otherwise very well chosen 
ensemble. 

Lucy Hagan-Walker was impressive as the 
cruel but beautiful daughter Gonerill. Lewis 
Davidson as Edmund and Harper James as 
Edgar also deserve special mention. While 
the company members were more or less the 
same age, it did not break the illusion of the 
characters being from different generations.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
